On June 19, 2001, the Division inspected your Trace Mine (inspection memo attached).
The disturbed area appeared to have exceeded the five acre limit for a small mining operation.
Accordingly, Division staff used a Trimble GPS unit to survey the disturbed area. Expanding
beyond the approved five acre disturbed area before submitting a large mining notice and
receiving Division approval is a violation of rule R647-3-113. The results of the June 21, 2001
GPS survey, identified 5.84 acres of disturbance in Section 4, T17S, R1W, Sanpete County.
Upon returning to the office, Division staff reviewed the file and discovered the small mine
permit was amended in August of 2000, to include an additional %2 acre in Section 32, T16S,
R1W. This area was not inspected. If an additional '~ acre of disturbance has been created in
Section 32, this site could be at 6.34 acres of disturbance.

Peak Minerals — Azomite Inc. is hereby directed to contact the Division within 10 days of
your receipt of this letter to schedule a meeting to discuss options to remedy this situation.
Please contact Vicki Southwick, Executive Secretary, at (801) 538-5304 to arrange a meeting with
the Associate Director to resolve this matter. Peak Minerals — Azomite Inc.’s failure to respond
accordingly may result in the issuance of a formal Notice of Non-Compliance. This enforcement
action could require an immediate suspension of mining operations, the filing of a large mine
permit application and the posting of a transitional reclamation surety at $5,000/acre.

Until this issue is resolved, you must restrict your mining operations to the 5-acre area
identified in your original Small Mining Notice of Intention. You should also mark the boundary
of this five acre area with appropriate markers to ensure that operations are not conducted outside

of the permitted area.
